Claresholms first exhibition has

‘faction, The showing in cattle did 
not reveal the fullimportance of the| 
industry in this district but several 
who are engaged extensively in cattle 
iraising promised support for future 
years. They didn’t grasp the im- 
| portance of the show this y year. The| 
|cattle shown were all of high grade 
and at times the judge was perplex- 
ed. In sheep, swine and poultry 
there were some interesting exhibits 
but not so many as could be desired. 

The showing in roots and vegeta- 
bles was a marvel. When one gazed 
on the ample proportions of garden 
stuff raised this year, and it only 
August 8rd, and thought that only 
eight short years ago this area was 
described as a dry, semi-arid cattle 
grazing district, the humor of the 
situation was apparent. What a lot

| Australian Marine Plant Possesses 


Valuable Properties. 
In Australia there was recently dis- 


covered an extraordinary fiber of ma- | 


rine growth which by reason of the 
vast amount of the deposit and the re- 
markable qualities of the fiber is ex- 
pected to prove of great commercial 
importance. 

This fiber is the result of the shed- 
dings of the leaf sheath of a sea grass 
botanically known as Posidonia aus- 
tralis and so far has been found only 
in Spencer Gulf, South 1 
where the sheddings have been im- 
prisoned by the action of wind and 
waves in the sand flats of the gulf. 

The uses of the fiber are found by 
experiments made by competent per- 
sons to be many and woried, atu 
it possesses unique qualities, It 
will spin and weave in union with 
wool and will also take dye equally

FISHERS OF LUNENBERG. 


They Are the Rivals of Gloucester For 
Cod Bank Honors. 


It is recbgnized that the fishermen 
of Gloucester have long monopolized 
fiction and poetry as being the real 
catchers’ of cod, and the most pictur- 
esque of those who make their living 
on the Grand Banks, : 

If you ask a Bluenose, that is a resi- 
dent of Nova Scotia, who are the real 
bankers, he will tell you ‘‘the men of 
Lunenburg.” Lunenburg is the rival 


6t Gloucester in the hunt for cod, and | 
a pretty husky rival, too, for fisher- | 


men from that seaport on the south 
shore of Nova Scotia are the backbone 
of that industry that is valued well 
Over $3,000,000 «a year. 

The Lunenburg fishermen spend 
about hali the year at home, but they 
do not use this time sitting around the 
docks spinning yarns. They are busy 
with lobster catching or in the woods. 
When March comes around they be- 
gin to make reauy for the sea. 

The schooners are put in order an 


| stocked with provisions. On the Sun- 
| day nearest March 21 the churches 


hold special services, and prayers go 
up for sufe and prosperous voyages. 
They are devout, these Bluenose fish- 
ermen, but they keep an eye on the 


The fishing schooners are small, 
rarely reaching 100 tons. The law fe- 
quires vessels exceeding that size to 
carry a certitied master, and the Lun- 
enburg man can’t see the use of pass- 
ing exuminations in navigation With 
a compass and a dipsey lead the mas- 
ter of a banker can find his way in 
any weather. me. 

Ths start from Lunenburg is like 
the start of a yacht race. Most of the 
bankers go out on the same day, and 
there is good-natured rivalry among 
the skippers as to who shall first an- 
chor on the fishing grounds. ; 

When a skipper makes a berth in a 
likely place real work begins. The 
dories, flat-bottomed boats about fif- 
teen feet long, which are very sea- 
worthy but don’t look it, are put over- 
board and the trawls are set. 

These trawls are something sizable 
in the way of fishing lines. The main 
line is from one to one and a halt 
miles long, with a fringe of smaller 
lines which carry the hooks. The 
trawls are anchored at each end and 
are set like the spokes of a wheel 
whose hub is the schooner. The dor- 


ies move up and down the trawls, tak- | 


ing off the fish and rebaiting the 
hooks..
